together  with  any  exceptional  administrative  measures  taken  or 
recommended  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

In  view  of  this,  therefore,  I am  only  able  to  submit 
this  interim  report  for  the  year  ended  1939,  but  I look  forward 
to  being  able  to  submit  a full  report  when  hostilities  have  ceased. 

Once  again  I wish  to  thank  Mr.  Omand,  Mr.  Ay ton  and 
Mr.  Cummings  for  the  help  they  have  so  readily  given  me.  The 
Sanitary  Inspector  (Mr0  Cummings)  continues  to  maintain  the  closest 
co-operation  with  me  and  deals  quickly  with  any  complaints  received.
